A very remarkable case of the patriotism 


of a family has been devc'Ioped at 
tho War 


Department. Some time ago Congressman 
Bearing, of lown, applied to the Secretary 
of War for the discharge from the regular 
army of a young man. Tho favor was asked 
by his mother, who said sho was seventy- 
two years of ago, had given ten sons to-the 
defence of her couulry, and as uho was now 
unable to _ support herself Rl.w a«ked that 
hor eleventh son might be discharged from 
military service, so that sho could have his 
care and attention iu her declining years. It 
at ondo struck tho Secretary of War that 
this was either a very bold case of misrepre- 
sentation or n remarkable matter of fact, so 
lie applied to the old lady for the names of 
he ten sons, whom she said sho had given 
o^lhe defence of her country, the regi. 
ments in which they served and the mili- 
tary-record of eaoh. 
Sho replied promptly 


to the inquiry, and her (statements being 
carefully compared with tho muster rolls on 
file in the Adjutant-General's office, it was 
found that they were true in every particu- 
lar. The Secretary of War immediately or- 
dered the discharge of the eleventh sou, and 
wroto tho old lady a letter in which he ex- 
tolled her patriotism and thanked her in the 
name of the United States for her contribu- 
tions to its list of defenders.

low prices for farm produce, formers should 
make every possible effort to increase Ibo 
yield of grain. One mode of accomplishing 
tbis la lo practice changing seed-grain. With 
many farmem it baa been oustomary for 
years to change thoir seed corn every three 
or four yearn, and while they often know- 
ingly obtaiu the same variety, they consider 
it pays well for tha coat and trouble. I 
have no doubt this plan of changing seed 
would be carried etill further, but for the 
reason that farmers aro apt to bo so negli. 
gent on this subject, scarcely thinking of 
an j thing of this character until "up to thoir 
oars in spring work," and then, of course, 
it cannot 
rooeivo 
proper attention. I 


trust this hnmbie reminder may serve as a 
seasonable hint to many. I would suggest 
tb>t during the present winter, while far- 
mers are about visiting or attending club 
meetings, conventions and the like, they 


. 
. thill make arrangements for exchanging or 


purchasing sufficient seed for sowing one or 
t(?o fields, «nd note tho result in next sea- 
'sonX props,. While I Would recommend ob- 
taining Had, when convenient, from a more 
northern'and colder section than that in 
which it is to be planted, yet I have found 
that seed grown upon hill farms will give 
greater and more beneficial results when 
planted on farms in adjoining valleys. All 
seed obtained away from home, especially 
Bbould b« carefully cleaned, removing all 
weed seed and impurities. This injunction 
is equally applicable to home-grown seed. 


FOWLS is OBOHABDS.—Last fall we:visited 


an, orchard in which fowls were kept, the 
owner of which told us that before the 
fowls, wert confined in it the trees made 
little or no growth, and only a correspond- 
ing . amount of fruit was obtained. 
But 


what a change was evident now. The grass 
was k«pt down, the weeds killed, and the 
trees presented an appearance of thrift, 
which the most enthusiastic horticulturist 
could not but admire and envy. The growth 
of the trees was most vigorous, and the foli- 
,age remarkably luxuriant • tho fruit was. 
abundant, of large size, and free from worms 
and other imperfections. The excellence 
was accounted for by the proprietor, who 
remarked that tha "liens nlo all the worms 
and curoulio in their roach, even the canker 
woim." Hi fonnd less trouble with their 
roosting in trees than he expected, and that 
a picket fence six.feet high kept them with- 
in bounds. H!s orchard was divided into 
three sections, and tha fowls were changed 
from one to another, aa the condition of the 
fojyjs br.the orchard sections seemed to re- 
quire^fPonltry World. 


.{frirELT HISTS.—If you have any old walls 


that.jou.desire to remove, winter affords im 
exoellent.timo for the transportation of all 
the', stone, above ground. A much larger 
load can be drawn upon the stone boat, and 
much easier, upon the frozen ground than 
afterwards ; or they may bo loaded ou a sled 
and transported on tho snow, aud. surpris- 
ingly largo leads can thus be moved. In 
using a stone boat the loan can be much 
morn easily moved if it is hitchod to the axle 
of a pair of wheels, to which the oxen are 
attached rather than directly to the yoke. 
Leave but little stock to the chain, so that, 
as the wheels move, there is a slight lifting 
action to the load, as well as drawing.
